167 DOG OWNERS 
FINED DURING 1926 
FOR VIOLATIONS 


Prosecutions Have Fall­ 
en Off Due To Strin­ 
gent Enforcement 
By G. A. Raf- 
fensperger. 


Of the 167 prosecutions reported in 
Adams, 
Cumberland, Franklin and 
Fulton counties in 1926 for violations 
of the dog laws, George A. Raffens- 
Iforger, Straban township, field agent 
for the state department of agricul­ 
ture, bureau of animal industry, in 
the four counties, is credited with the 
entire number, according to a report 
hued by the department. 
Prosecutions by Mr. RaffenSpurger 
under the dog law have fallen off in 
the last three years, due to the more 
stringent enforcement methods being 
employed 
by 
the officers 
and 
the 
yeurly increase in 
the 
number 
of 
dogs licensed in each of the four 
counties, it was stated. 
In 
1924, 
prosecutions 
reached a 
peak in the four counties, the total 
i>oing 333. 
The following year, with 
more dogs licensed and fewer running 
at large with and without licenses, 
prosecution* under the dog license 
law fell off to 195. 
23 From Adams County 
Of the 167 prosecutions made by 
Mr. Raff en iperger last year, 23 were 
in Adams county; 76 iii Cumberland; 
68 in Franklin and 12 in Fulton. 
Fewer claims for damage done to 
livestock by dogs were reported in the 
ittr - 'last y ear tha* Yr 1925 
while the aggregate of the claims 
dropped from $4,055.45 
in 
1925 
to 
$3,642.65 last year. 
Last year, 47 dogs were killed in 
Adams county by Mr. Raffen*purger 
and police officers in the various towns 
and townships, as compared with 31 
the year before, while in Cumberland 
county, 154 were killed in 
1926 
as 
compared with 122 the year before. 
In Franklin county, 
the number of 
flogs killed last year was 75 as com­ 
ps m l with 158 the year before. 
3 More Licenses Issued 
The total number of dog licenses 
issued in the four counties last year 
was just three more than the aggre­ 
gate for 1925, the number issued in 
each county in 1926 
being 
Adams, 
4.209; Cumberland, 6132; Franklin, 
5,727, and Fulton, 1,507. 
More sheep were killed by dogs in 
C urn ber I and county last year than in 
any of the other three counties, ac­ 
cording to the report, the number in 
Cumberland county being 64.

Enemies 


These are days when centen­ 
nials and 
sesquicentennials are 
“all the rage,” with York pre­ 
paring to celebrate the sesquicen­ 
tennial of the Continental Con­ 
gress sessions there; American 
Legion posts in the eastern part 
of the state arranging to cele­ 
brate tho sesquicentennial of the 
Battle of Brandywine, at Chadds 
Ford, and other celebrations of a 
similar nature being planned in 
nearby sections. 
They are, of course, inspired 
by Philadelphia’s big celebration 
last year, and the fact that the 
Quaker City event proved a finan­ 
cial failure does not seem to 
dampen the enthusiasm 
of the 
patriotically inclined folk of oth­ 
er communities. 


What is now Adams county was 
a part of York c< unty when the 
Continental Congress was held 
there, and this community might 
well join the neighboring city and 
county, or parent county, in its 
celebration. 
But on the other 
hand, why not stir up some ses­ 
quicentennial celebration, or cen­ 
tennial event, all our own ? 


There are plenty of events that 
made histor> in this community 
one hundred and fifty, and also 
one hundred years ago, that might 
be revived and reenacted for the 
benefit of the new generation. 
For instance, the manner 
in 
which the inhabitants of the ter­ 
ritory now* occupied by Gettys­ 
burg and vicinity were terror 
stricken 
and 
compelled 
to 
abandon their crude honies in the 
year of 1777, and flee for their 
lives, might well be contraste*! 
with the peaceful and luxurious 
manner of existence and home 
comforts of today to inspire a 
feeling of satisfaction and con­ 
tentment. 
And to add color and romance 
and (irama. the strange story of 
Mary Jamison, beautiful and de* 
inure, who was carried off by the 
Indians after the savages had
